GENEVA, Dec. 14,.—(Associated 
Press)—The first step for disarma- 
ment of the nations must be cautious 
and deliberate, the Assembly of the 
League of Nations decided today, de- 
spte sharp criticisms by George 
Nicholl Barnes, the Britisa Labor 
‘eader and Christian Lange, of Nor- 
way. 

Mr. Barnes said there was “too 
much qu bble and not enough pluck” 
in the decisions to go slow:y. The po- 
licy of the United Séates on this ques- 
tion, was, more or less veiled al us- 
ions invoked as one reason way the 
disarmament cannot be bpldly grap- 
ped with at this time, Mr. 
said, 

H, A. L. Fisher, of the British del- 
legation, referred to ‘nations with 
powerful arms and munitions making 
Haci ities that still are outsde the 
League,” The absence from the 
League of former enemy countries 
la so was referred to by Mr. F-sner. 
Thi; brought from Mr. Barnes the re- 
tort; “They are now practically d.s- 
rmed and cannot constitute a mea- 
mce for years to come.” 

A curious manifestation of the ses- 
ion was the general applause of the 
elegateg for the pleas made by Mr.

PRICES FOR 60 CITIES 


OTTAWA, Dec, 14. — (Canadian 
Press.)—During the month of Novem- 
the price movement continued 
downward, according to the state- 
ment compiled for publication In the 
LaWor Gazette. In retail prices, the 
average cost of a list of staple goods 
in sixty Canadian cities $15.82 at the 
middle of November, as compared with 
$15.83 at the’ middle of October, 
$14.23 for November, 1919, and $7.96 
in November, 1914. Tho labor depart- 
ment index number of wholesale 
prices was down to 304.2 for Novem- 


‘ber, as compared with 317.6 for Oct- 


ober, 307.7 for November, 1919, and 
187.5 for November, 1914, 

In wholesale prices, the chief de- 
crease were in grains, animals and 
meats, miscellaneous foods, textiles, 
metals, coke, paints, ofl and giass, 
chemicals and raw furs. In retail 
prices, the chief decrease for the 
month was in sugar, but were slight 
decreases in the other items, Pota- 
toes and eggs were somewhat high- 
er in price, and in some instance the 
price of fuel and rents,

McCoppen holds his seat for only one 
year, taking the place yacated by J.

REGINA, Dec. 14.—The provin 
olal leg'slature will finish ite seasion 
tomorrow. At today’, session Hon. 
W. F. A. Turgeon, attorney-general, 
introduced legislation which wil] in- 
crease the number of seats in the 
house from 59 at present to 63. He 
jexpiained ‘thet the bill was not a gen- 

eral redistribution bill but that one 
|new seat would be g'ven to each of 
‘the three city ridings, Regina, Saskat- 
oon and ‘Moose Jaw. There will aiso 
be a readjustment of the ridings of 
Pipestone, South QuAppelie. and 
Francis, end a new eeat* will be 
formed of parte of Moose Jaw coun- 
ty. Morse and Thunder Creek, to be 
{known as Gravelbourg. 
To the Saskatoon and Moose Jaw 
‘city constituencies sufficient territory 
would be added to bring their popua-

New York, Dec. 14.—(Canadian 
Press) — Discussing the proposed 
tariff! on Canadian wheat, the Wall 
Street Journal this morning says: 


“This je a time when farmers 
should fervently pray to be delivered 
from their legielative friends. 


Schemes to help them in Congress 
are multiplying as rapidly as the 
natural farm pests, One of the 
most menacing is a proposal to shut 
Out imports of Canadian wheat. 


“Ata time when wheat is going 
from this country at the rate of 
40,000,000 bushels a montiy, and 


Bradstreet’s report shows that 2380,- 
000000 bushels have been shipped 
from both countries, while Europe is 
Steadily buying’ it. ie well for peo- 
ple to think of the future, Canada's 
idea of the outlook may be inferred 
from the fact that the present price 
of wheat at Winnipeg is considerably 
higher than at Chicago.” 
Farmers Not Injured 

“Farmers nave not suffered lose 
through imports from Canada, But 
they might suffer irreparable loss if 
a tariff wall were rulsed against 
that country. The loss of an im- 
portant market might result. No 
farmer can prosper unilees he can 
find a market for his products. to 
will not find # among other farm- 
ers The manufacturing cemres and 
foreign countries furnish his market 
for surplus products, Without them 
his work for the year will go to 
naught. 

¢"Two-thirds of the wheat crop is 
marketed to domestic consumers, 
who depend upon wages and salar-

goes to foreign countries. Wheat is 
only an example of the marketing 
of farm products, Thus the farmer

“The fartner cannot survive with- 


out industry, and industry is de- 
}pendent upon the markets, Next to 
|the United Kingdom, Canada is of

‘run heavily against Canada; yet in 
the ten months ending with October 
that country bought goods from the

So far as questions of principle 
are concerned the public school 
board elections were quite es im- 
portant as those of the city coun- 
cil. The question of unlimited ex- 
penditure was the same in both 
cases. But into the school board 
elections there was projected the 
Soviet idea that the teachers 
rather than the ratepayers should 
control. The Teachers’ Alliance 
had been formed largely as a 
means of infiuencing school board 
elections. The success achieved at 
the polls for 1919 was followed by 
a course of reckless expenditure 
by the board. The fact that mem- 
bers of the Alliance were allowed 
to sit with the school board was a 
guarantee to them that the board 
they had elected would do as the 
Alliance wished. The wishes or 
interests of the taxnavers were not 
matters of concern to the board. 

The attempt was made to per- 
petuate and accentuate this con- 
dition by means of the elections of 
this year, Candidates for school 
board honors were taught that 
their first duty was to the 
Teachers’ Alliance. The poor 
boobs of taxpayers and voters gen- 
erally were evidently expected to 
vote on personal preferences or 
for other undefined reasons, while 
the Alliance elected the candidate 
who would do its bidding. Appar- 
ently the effort was overdone, The 
voters rebelled, and the Alliance 
candidates were defeated all along 
the line. 

Mrs. Bishop, Citizens’ candidate, 
headed the poll with a lead: of 
nearly 1400 over the highest Al- 
liance candidate. 

Dr. Alexander was elected by a 
vote not far below that of Mrs. 
Bishop. He had incurred the 
special hostility of the Alliance, 
because he dared to openly de- 
clare his independence of that 
organization. There is no doubt 
that his platform presentation of 
the taxpayers side of the edu- 
cation question had mueh to do 
with achieving the final result. 

Wm. Rea was elected by a few 
votes less thun were given to Dr. 
Alexander, During the whole of

In spite of the fact that I had allowed apparent public opinion to 
put me in the mental attitude of accepting as a matter of duty the 
office which I have filled for the past two years for another year, I 
must confess that the first feeling I had on knowing the result was 
one of great relief, and as the details of the results became definite, so 
far as the actual union members of the Labor nominees are concerned, 
my feeling of relief gave way to one of intense satisfaction. 

I think I was the first to realize the closeness of the vote, and I 
realized probably more than anyone in Edmonton the necéssity in 
this crisis of the occupant of the Mayor's chair having behind him a 
majority of the aldermanic board, who will at least have to give good 
reasons for opposing the chief executive of the city. 

Under all the circumstances, as the electors decided, I prefer 
it as it is rather than that the majority mayoralty figures should be 
reversed if the other results stood as they do. I am completely con- 
vinced now, more than ever, that it is impossible for an annually elect- 
ed mayor and aldermen to give proper service to the city, if they are 
at once thrown up against a group of permanent officals some of whom 
have no thought of service except hoiding their positions, and that 
the easiest way to do so is to change both mayor and aldermen before 
they learn enough about the city’s business to attempt any real im- 
provements, 

I consider that it is beyond question that a minority of the heads 
of departments exercised publicily and privately influence to accom- 
plish that which neither they or anyone else dreamed would be so 
effective. The actions of the city clerk, in his positiop as returning 
officer, if they prove nothing else, at least demonstrate that there was 
no Tamany. Some of the appointments as deputy returning officers can 
only be characterized as outrageous, 

There may be objections to re-appointmente of heade of depart- 
ments arinually on recommendation of the Mayor but efficient service 
by an efficient mayor cannot be obtained in any way. 

The Tammanyism of officialdom keenly alive to keeping on the city 
payroll as the first duty of life, in my opinion, exceeds in its power for 
evil any Tammnyism that any group of elected public servants might 
be guilty of. 

Several of these heads of departments would have sought other 
fields for their peculiar activities, any time there were was a majority 
in the council willing to back up the house-cleaning. 

My opponent did not get one vote more than I expected, but the 
total vote cast was from 3,00 to 5,Q00 short of what I expected. Just 
how tHose who refused to avail themselves of the franchise would 
have voted, the best of us will never know. I hardly think there were 
enough qgupporters of the Labor Party who abstained from voting 
through over-confidence to affect the result. 

In one way the most unfortunate result was the Provincial and 
Dominion governments’ influece that cropped up. The campaign of 
tome of our nominees took the form of an attack on the Provincial 
goverment, which wag entirtly foreign to either the candidates or the 
party, but the natural fighting back of those attacked affected al] our 
candidates. The machine tactics of the three Federal M.P.’s was much 
more easy to understand. At least my position on al] returned soldier 
problems, particularly the $2,000.00 bonus, was obnoxious to at least 
two of our M.P.’s. 

It was, however, to prevent my having the prestige of office in any 
effort I might (and will) make to expose the betrayal of tis district « 
by these gentlemen that caused the old line Tory machine and all the 
Ottawa government influence to be used secretly, for altogether differ- 
ent alleged reasons, in a manner I have néver seen such influence 
exerted in a municipal election. 

Owing to my unpreparedness for the surprise which was handed 
those who bet on elections, I will require ali of today and until two 
p.m. tomorrow to clear my desk, especially if I have to sign my name 
3485 times to the securities now ready for transmission to the Portland 
purchasers. 

Tomorrow I attempt to agein build up my law business with a 
clearer conscience than I ever had in leaving a position in my life. I 
feel that I have given the hardest and most earnest two year’s work of 
my life to my home city,and I cannot too strongly express my appre- 
ciation of the seven thousand odd, electors who gave me the highest 
vote of any defeated candidate in dur city's history. 

I feel that the Labor supporters have set a record in the clean, 
eentlemanly fight they put up. Consider the provocation offered, and 
the fight-back material placed in our hands, It is, however, sufficient 
to know that a class fight was declared and the minority class won. 
Why ?—well just because. 

I do not think it is good form for me to offer advice or suggestions. 
but since it is not necessary to favorably consider same, I feel thet I 
must, in carrying out my full duty to the City, go on record that for 
every mill under 47 mills on the dollar which is levied by the incoming 
council, the city will pay ten dollars for one as @ penalty in the next 
five years. In other words, there is work that muet be done at once, 
both on capita expenditure and out of current revenue, and I for one 
will raise no objection nor attempt to make any political capital aganist 
the incoming administration, if a tax rate of 45, 46 or 47 milles is con- 
sidered nece . \ 

The cause for the defeat of the necéesary money bylaws having 
been removed in my person, I feel that such a cause lacked intrinsic 
merit, and innocent though I may be for my part in the mix-up, I think 
the proper way for myself and those who defeated the bylaws on my 
account to punish ourselves and incidentally save the city, is to re- 
submit the bylaws now that the excuse for not having confidence in 
the administration is removed. Before doing #0, however, I think e@ 
private subscription should be taken up of enough to pay the expenses 
of the election, just as an evidence of good faith, and I am willing to

With the prestige of the mayor- 
al office, and with the admitted 
fact that he had not injured the 
city as much as_ his opponents 
had feared, he made his campaign 
on promises, in December 1919, 
Everybody was promised every- 
thing. The voters fell for it; and 
with the able assistance of his effi- 
cient organization he not only 
piled up ‘a majority of over 2,000, 
for himself but succeeded in elect- 
ing a favorable majority on both 
council and school board. 

The results to the city have 
been disastrous. In the effort to 
redeem his lavish promises the tax 
levy has been increased $837,000 
over that of last year. And still the 
demands were unsatisfied, as the 
further promises made during the 
recent election are evidence. Had 
ex-Mayor Clarke been re-elected 
with a council and school board 
majority behind him the city’s fin- 
ish would have arrived. It is a 
most hopeful sign that notwith- 
standing every promise made and 
every effort to inflame class and 
sectional prejudice council and 
school board majorities have been 
elected to support the new policy 
of the new mayor. The citizens of 
Edmonton whether property own- 
ers or not, have taken a grip on 
themselves and have voted with a 
view toa common interest in the 
welfare and progress of the city. 

It will take a hard pull to get 
away from the conditions created 
by the late council. There are indi- 
cations that Edmonton stands at 
the begining of another era of ex- 
pansion and such as followed the 
Yukon rush of '98.

Mexican Petroleum closed at a net gain 
of 7 and Royal Dutch recovered more than 
half of yesterday's loss at a net advance 
of 5%. In the Steel, equipment, railway, 
textile and fodd divisions, advances of two 
to aimost four points were largely retained, 
not for a few final quotatons being the 
highest of the seasion. Weakness was con- 
fined to some of the motor specialties and 
metals, the latter easing on report of an- 
other reduction on the price of refined cop- 
per. 

Trading in foreign exchange was at a 
minimum, but greater steadiness prevailed 
in rates on Londan and. Paris, algo to Spain 
and Northern Europe, Greek remittances, 
however, reacting again.
